themselves  with  all  the  rituals  and  observances  of 
the  law'  of  Moses,  until  the  things  these  ceremonials 
prefigured,  were  liirgotlen,  and  the  liireshadow  be¬ 
came  to  them  the  alier-following  snhstance.  Tims 
made  up  of  .lews  and  (leniiles,  w  ho  came  into  the 
church  often  from  the  pressittg  haste  of  snildeii  im¬ 
pulse,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose,  that  each  hronght 
with  liim  many  of  his  fiirmer  |H'cidiar  opinions  tind 
feelings,  and  clung  to  them  as  highly  important  in 
a  religious  point  of  view,  if  ttot  esseniiiil  to  the 
Christiatt character.  At  first,  when  ihechurch  was 
small,  and  pmsceniion  raged  with  incessant  fierce¬ 
ness,  these  dilli  rences  of  opinion  might  remain  un¬ 
noticed,  if  not  unknown;  etich  believer  being  more 
intent  on  upholding  and  intiiniaining  the  great  doc- 
tiine  of  the  Messisiliship  of  ,lesus,  and  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  of  matikind  to  immortal  glory,  w  hich  was  oppo¬ 
sed  on  every  hand ;  titan  he  would  he  in  maintaining 
doctrines  supposed  to  he  connected  very  remotely 
with  this,  or  slightly  involved  in  it. 

But  when  the  outward  [ttessure  which  drove 
them  into  common  fellowship  from  every  side,  was 
removed,  and  they  were  tillowed  liiire  to  ItMik 
around  them,  the  circumcised  .lew,  who  still  tidhcr- 
ed  punctilliously  to  tnany  of  the  cnsioms  of  his  na¬ 
tion  and  the  ceremonies  of  his  law,  beheld  by  his 
side,  one  w  lioiii  he  litid  ever  been  taught  to  des|iise 
and  condeinu ;  ;md  heheld,  too,  with  additional  hor¬ 
ror,  that  his  Gentile  brother  in  Christianity  was 
pattaking  fiKid,  or  performing  acts,  that  must  make 
a  Jew  totally  unfit  to  mingle  in  .society,  or  nppetir 
in  the  w(irsliip|iiug  assembly!  The  Gentile,  oti 
the  other  luind,  as  soon  ns  the  coititnon  enemy' of 
the  cross  allowed  breathing  sp;ice,  betield  the  .L.-w. 
whom  he  had  ever  been  ittught  to  consider  a  semi- 
barbnroMs,  selfish,  ititoler.int  anil  superstitious  bigot 
— a  condctiiticr  of  till  religions  sttve  his  own — and 
beheld  him  avoid  hiiii,  as  if  conititninalioti  was  in 
the  Gentile  touch  orhrcalli.  Is  it  tmy  wonder  that, 
under  such  circumstatices,  ancietit  and  long  nur¬ 
tured  prejiidiv  t's  atid  animosities  shotild  arise  be¬ 
tween  thetii — that  the  (lentilc  should  recede  from 
the  side  of  the  Jew,  as  readily  as  did  the  Jew  from 
that  of  the  Gentile — that  old  grudges  atid  ditl'cren- 
ces  of  opinion  should  he  opened  up  betwceti  thetii. 
and  be  discussed  w  ith  a  firm  dctertiiination  on  each 
side,  not  to  learn  some  truth,  if  (lossible,  but  tti 
niaintoiti  each  his  own  opinion  at  all  hazarils — and 
that,  consei|uently,  in  a  short  time  there  w’as  great 
danger  that  the  church  would  go  to  pieces  from  in¬ 
ternal  strifes,  and  its  various  factions  devour  each 
other  ?

And  sotiie  of  the 
heated  partizans  chorise  to  revile  us — the  other  di¬ 
vision  of  Christendom — because  we  have  all  the 
diflerenccs  of  u|)inion  existing  among  us  that  exist 
among  thetti,  and  yet  we  do  not  light,  and  quarrel, 
and  split  up  into  hundreds  of  sects  atid  patties  about 
them  !  PiKir  fellows  !  they  must  be  scarce  iti  sub¬ 
jects  for  mirth,  when  they  thus  ridicule  us  for  lov¬ 
ing  one  another,  and  for  “  endeavoring  to  keep  the 
unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace!”  Lotig 
may  we  continue  ZAu5  to  merit  their  ridicule  and 
laughter,  and  may  we  be  able  even  to  increase  it 
by  a  tTiore  zealous  atid  earnest  cultivation  of  the 
Christian  graces  among  us — by  cherishing  more 
sedulously  thati  ever,  the  Christian  virtues,  and 
exhibiting  the  fruits  ofthe  spirit  in  our  lives  and 
conduct.  To  do  this,  let  us  remember  that  we  ask,  [ 
each  one  of  us,  for  the  privilege— or  rather,  I  (and 
you,  and  each)  claim  as  a  right,  the  |)rivilege  of 
reading  the  Bible  for  myself — of  understanding  its 
teachings  for  tnyslf,  of  profe8sing|its  teachings  for 
myself,  and  of  preaching  what  I  humbly  believe 
are  its  doctrine  and  principles.  As  the  eqtial  soti 
of  an  impartial  Father,  it  is  my  July  to  allow  to  all 
others  what  I  claim  for  myself — and  not  to  damn 
as  I  would  not  be  damned  by  others,  for  mere  df 
Terences  of  opinion.  In  short,  to  do  to  others  ns  1  | 
would  be  done  by,  is  clearly  my  rule  of  right  and  ! 
duty.  Do  you  hold  a  doctrine  which  1  reject  ?  It 
maybe  my  duty  to  convince  you  if  I  can,  that  your 
doctrine  is  an  error — is  unreasonable,  or  unscrip- 
tural,  or  demoralizing  in  its  influences  and  tenden¬ 
cies;  but  so  long  as  you  profess  Christianity  and 
manifest  the  spirit  of  Christ,  it  is  not  my  duty  to 
cast  you  off  because  I  reject  that  item  in  your  faith. 
And  should  ^ou  profess  to  belong  to  the  great  di¬ 
vision  to  which  I  belong,  so  long  as  you  maintain 
the  doctrine  of  the  flnal  salvation  of  mankind  from 
•in  and  death,  and  live  what  you  profess,  I  am 
bound  to  accord  to  you  the  name  of  Universalist. 

Nor  does  my  duty  end  here.  On  the  broad 
principles  of  Universalism,  it  is  my  duty  to  give 
you  au  equal  privilege  and  right  to  defend  your 
views,  as  I  have  to  attack  them— and  leave  God 
to  give  the  victory  to  the  right  and  the  true — thus 
**  eodeavoring  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the 
bood  of  peace."  And  could  this  rule  be  extended 
throughout  Christendom,  and  the  right  feelings  be 
extended  with  it,  there  would  soon  be  fewer  angry 
quarrels— fewer  divisions — and  at  last  few  difler- 
ences  of  religious  opinion  and  practice,  among  men.

This  love  of  power,  ' 
when  rightly  used,  is  calculated  to  enhance  the  j 
happiness  of  man;  but  on  the  contrary,  when 
abused,  it  causes  an  imtii^rise  amount  of  trouble.  |

is  a  passion  inherent  in  the  nature  of  man,  which  i 
will,  unless  restrained  and  kept  within  due  bounds,  ] 
grow  with  his  growth  and  strengthen  with  his  ' 
strength;  and  finally  lead  him  to  sudden  destruc-  | 
tion.

cise  it  mo-t,  nor  are  they  the  most  arbitrary ;  but  I 
oil  the  contrary,  they  who  give  the  loosest  rein.—  I 
Here  is  one  thing  worthy  of  note,  those  who  are 
the  most  given  to  rule  over  their  fellow  men,  have 
the  least  control  over  themselves  ;  hence  it  is  we 
see  so  many  who  are  unwilling  that  others  should 
have  the  same  privileges  as  themselves,  wiiich  is 
too  often  the  case. 

The  body  is  not  the  only  part  over  which  people 
desire  to  hold  the  teins  of  goveintnent.  In  many, 
far  too  tnany  instances,  they  endeavor  to  lord  it 
over  the  mind,  laying  down  certain  principles  for 
others  to  receive  and  fellowship  ;  and  unless  it  is 
done,  they  hesitate  not  to  denounce  them  as  here¬ 
tics,  unworthy  the  cate,  protection  and  confidence 
of  their  fellows,  beside  being  subjects,  and  fit  ones 
too  for  the  powers  of  an  angry  Deity  and  the  fires 
of  an  endless  hell.  A  usurpation  of  power  is  bad 
enough,  let  it  be  over  what  part  of  man  it  may; 
but  at  the  present  time  I  shall  barely  glance  at  that 
usurpation  which  many  have  endeavored  to  exer¬ 
cise  in  regard  to  religious  views. 

It  is  B  ^ct  well  known  to  all,  that  ever  since  the 


reformation,  and  evendown  as  far  as  the  time  of 
Christ,  one  class  have  endeavored  to  rule  the  other. 
One  has  set  himself  up  us  beiii"  infallible;  whilt 
all  others  are  out  ofthe  way  ami  are  deserving  of 
cdndemiiaiiun.  This  was  plainly  visible,  in  the 
case  of  John  Calvin,  who  exercised  his  lordship,  or 
rather  I  might  have  said,  endeavo'-ed  so  to  do,  over 
the  whole  Christian  woild.  In  compliance  with 
that  usurped  jiower,  he  may  he  seen  delivering 
Micheal  Servetus  to  be  burned  at  the  stake. 

Our  Pilgrim  Fathers  tilsn,  exert  iscd  the  sams 
unhallowed  power,  in  hanging  Biiptists  and  Qua¬ 
kers  for  the  honest  cwnvictions  ofiheir  heatts.  Yea, 
even  now  the  same  spit  it  is  at  work,  and  people 
continued  denounce  all  such  as  do  not  walk  in 
strict  obedience  their  will,  ami  believe  as  they 
teach.  To  so  great  a  pitch  is  this  spirit  carried  at 
the  present  day,  that  many  refuse  to  acknowledge 
ttthers  as  Christians,  or  fellrtwship  them  ns  such 
uidess  they  believe  as  do  themselves.  I  have  at 
the  present  time  a  circumstance  in  my  mind  that 
will  fully  illustrate,  or  rather  prove  this  fact.  In 
a  town  where  1  have  formerly  resided,  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Baptist  Church  renounced  her  faith, 
and  embraced  the  cheering  doctrine  of  Universal¬ 
ism.  The  church  in  agreement  with  their  rules, 
sent  a  committee  to  converse  with  the  dissenting 
member,  and  to  report  al  an  adjourned  meeting. 
They  performed  the  duties  assigned  them;  report¬ 
ing  iliat  they  believed  iheotlonding  membetswaga 
Clirisiian.  In  reply  to  this  report  the  Pastor  said, 
"  We  don’t  care  w  hether  she  is  ti  Christian  or  not, 
we  want  t«>know  wluit  she  believes.”  Times  havt 
altered  sadlysince  Christ’s  day.  Then,  those  who 
fidlowed  after  the  teachings  of  the  Gospel,  wers 
acknowledged  as  Christians.  lie  who  performed 
works  of  righteousness  was  considered  as  righteous. 
But  oh  how  changed  !  Belief  is  the  watchword  of 
the  diiy.  in  conseciuence  of  which  the  Universalist 
is  branded  as  a  heretic  merely  because  he  believes 
in  the  final  trium|)h  of  the  Saviour  over  all  sin. 
Foririerly  it  was  another  class.  It  is  but  a  few 
years  since,  and  the  Arminian  was  considered  a 
devil  incarnate  on  account  ofthe  liberality  of  hii 
sentiments.  Let  us  for  a  moment  examine,  and  if 
possible  learn,  w  hat  is  heresy  and  what  is  not — also 
what  is  best  calculated  to  inspire  good  works.— 
C’hri.st,  it  appears  from  the  language  ofthe  angel  to 
his  mother,  was  sent  into  the  world  to  save  his  peo¬ 
ple  from  their  sins;  from  which,  we  learn  that 
Christ’s  people  ate  sinners.  The  same  fact  was 
taught  by  Christ  in  answer  to  those  who  condemn¬ 
ed  him  for  associating  with  publicans  and  sinners. 
“  The  well  need  not  a  [ihysician,  but  they  that  are 
sick.  I  came  not  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sin¬ 
ners  to  repentance,”  plainly  declaring  that  those  bt 
came  to  visit  were  sick.  Again  he  says  ‘‘the 
Father  loveih  the  son  and  hath  given  all  things  into 
his  hands,”  which  agrees  perfectly  with  the  words 
of  prophecy,  “  ask  of  me  and  I  shall  give  thee  tbs 
heathen  fjr  thine  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession,”  Here  we  see 
all  things  given  into  the  hands  of  the  Son,  and  all 
are  .sinners;  there  not  being  a  “just  man  on  earth 
who  livelh  and  sinneth  not.”  It  is  impossible  that 
Christ’s  people  should  be  any  other  than  sinners; 
for  “all  have  sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory 
of  God.”  A  question  then  arises.  Will  Christ  save 
his  people  ?  In  answer,  the  angel  says  “  he  shedl 
save  his  people  from  their  sins."  Christ  also  de- 
elates,  saying,  “All  that  the  father  giveth  me  shall 
come  to  me,  of  all  that  the  father  hath  given  me  I 
wUl  lose  noZ/ttogf,  but  will  raise  it  up  at  the  last  day." 
Says  an  Apostle,  “Wherefore  God  hath  exalted 
him  and  given  him  a  name  which  is  above  every 
name  ;  that  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  shall 
bow,  of  things  in  heaven  and  things  in  earth  and 
things  under  the  earth,  and  that  every  tongue  shall 
confess  that  Jesus  Chiist  is  Lord  to  the  glory 
God  the  F ather.” 

Nothing  can  be  better  calculated  to  inspire  the 
heart  with  feelings  of  love  to  God  and  good  will  to 
all  the  creatures  of  earth,  than  this  ;  still  I  would 
not  censure  those  of  a  diflerent  faith.
